Paw Lake Next Year, 


SNAP FOR THE LAKE RAILWAY, 


Managers of the Road Expect to 


Haul Ice Enough to Pay Run- 


ning Expenses. 


The ico which Beuton Harbor people 


have been accuHtomcd to use is inferior 
In (]iuiH(<y to that which the people de- 
nand. Some years the ice cut from 
he St. Joseph and l*a\v Paw rivers is 
aa clear as jjhiss, free from weeds and 
nlutfh, but those years do not come ev- 
ery twelvemonth by any means.} 


Brown Brothers, of tho Union ice 


and coal company, have a long1 time 
been desirous of getting their 
sup- 


ply of ice From the pure waters of some 
inland hike, and the sheet of water to 
Furnish this is the Paw Paw hike. 


The Union ice company is negotia- 


ting this afternoon for tho construc- 
tion of a huge, ice house with a capacity 
of three hundred carloads on the banks 
T Paw I'aw lake. 
The past season more ice was sold in 


this city than in any previous season. 
The l.iig Kour refrigerator train, whieh 
proved so great a success that it will 
be resumed another season, required 
as much ice as was used tu keep the 
entire population of Hen ton Harbor 
cool. Ho there was an ice famine here 
last summer and all the surplus supply 
from Muskegon tc Michigan City was 
shipped here and still the dealers of 
this city suffered no overproduction. 


Our, of the principal beneliciarics in 


the ueal, outside of the people who will 
have a keener relish for ice water 
next summer, will be the enterprising 
men who hold the stock of the Coloma 
ifc Paw I'aw lake railway. The ice will 
be run from the lake lo Coloma over 
this railway, ami then the West Mich- 
igan will haul it. to Benton Harbor. 
The Coloma road will receive $I.r>0 as 
its share on every carload of ice or the 
sum of $-150 on the three hundred car- 
loads. 


L' 
1. W. Bryant, 1 lie secretary and 


treasurer of the Coloma railroad, says 
that the -f-liiO will pay .the operating 
expenses of the road during the four or 
four and a half months of summer trav- 
el. The receipts of the road ihis sea- 
son from passenger fares was 91,000 und 
this amount will be doubled next year. 
With the addition of the ice business 
the Coloma railroad will pay better 
dividends than any other piece of prop- 
erty in the slate which cost considera- 
bly less than &S.CWI).

Outlines His Policy as Governor of

Mr. W. D. Howells’ novelette “An 
Open Eyed Conspiracy,” in Tho Cen- 
tniy, contains the following description 
of that important social function, a 
Saratoga hop:

Wo should net hnrry to exporicuce 
onr emotions ; wo should not prcKs for­ 
ward to discharge our duti«‘H or repair 
onr mistakes ; we should not Nuiitn the 
Occasion to make a friend or reconcile 
enemy; wo should lot weeks ami 
«oonths go by in tho reali/ation of a 
passion and trust all sorts of contingen- 
oies and accidents to help us out witli 
its confession. Tho tliouglits of youth 
ore very long, and its conclusions are 
deliberate and ditlayed and often with­ 
held altogether. It is ago which ¡h trem- 
nlonsly eager in theso matters and can­ 
not wait with the fine patience of na­ 
ture in her growing moods. 


As soon even as I w’as in the lintel I 
was impatient to press through to tho 
place M’hero tho dancing was, and 
where I already hoard tho band play­ 
ing. I knew very well that when wo 
got thero 1 should inwo to sit down 
somowhcre on tho edge of tho platform 
with tho other fmnips and fogies and 
begin taking cold in uiy dross coat and 
want to doxe off without being able to, 
whllo my young people wero walt/.ing 
together or elso pronionading up and 
down, ignoring mo or recognizing me by 
tho offer of a fan and tho (|uestion 
whether I waa not simply melting. 1 
have seen how tiie i>our chaperon fates 
at snch timea But they, secure of thuir 
fun, were by no means desirous to have 
it over or oven to have it liegin. 
They 
dawdled through tho thronged hotel 
office, where otber irresponsible pairs 
were coming and going under tho ad­ 
miring eyes of tho hotel loungers, and 
they wandered up and down tlie wawto 
parlors and sat on tete-u-tetes just to 
try tliem apparently, and Miss Gage 
verified in the mirrors tho beauty wliich 
was reflected in nil eyes. They amused 
.themselves with the extent of tho richly 
carpeted and upholstered desolation 
around them, wiiero only a few lonely 
and aging women lurked about on sofas

The fairies of 
other countries may have been more 
poetic, but they have never been as wit­ 
ty as the French. Leaving fairy tales 
aside, children wore obliged for a long 
time to be satisfied with the very slight 
collection 
befiueathed 
by 
B ^iain, 
Bouilly, Mnie. do Uenlis, thoso clever 
people and wiio Icnow how to coat a moral 
lesson with a thin layer of piotnres, as 
bitter pills are cootcd with sugar. In 
fuct, this is tho French parents’ very 
ideal in tho matter of story books, and 
to pleaNo them the lesson must not bo 
too w'ell coated or hard to find, for the 
spirit of investigation is not enconmged 
in young readers. 


During tho past 20 years, however, 
the meager library at their disposal has 
grown wonderfully. 
Celebrated pens 
have contributed toward it. We need bnt 
mention Jules Verne, whose scientific 
fairy tales have, alas, almost oompletely 
dethroned those that appealed to the 
imagination alone. But neither in his 
books, nor in those of any of his oom* 
petitors, will you over find what both 
English and American writers currently 
porniit themselves to do—namely, to ar­ 
raign a relative, as, for instanoo, tho 
wicked uncle in “ Kidnapped,’* or to 
make toociiers hateful, or merely ridicn- 
louH, us is tho case in Dickens' works. 
This would be an outrage upon the re- 
npect duo them in the aggregate. For 
tins reuKon translations are nearly al­ 
ways expnrguted. The friendly adop­ 
tion of pool- Laurie by the four girls in 
“ Little VVonien’’ would be considered 
very unseemly. 
Yet, for all that, thoy 
were good littlo New England girls. T. 
iJ. Aldrich’s “ Story of a Bad Boy” was 
deprived of one of its prettiest chapters, 
the one about his childish love for a big 
girl. “ It is useless, they say, “ todraw 
attention to that kind of danger.” 


Authors and editors are often greatly 
[x5rpl(!xe<l bi^fore this severe tribunal of 
French parents. Tho difference between 
the books childreu are allowed to read 
in France and those sought by thoir 
elders, the contrast bc«tween tho taste­ 
less pup on one side and tho infernal 
spic(!ness on tho other, must greatly as- 
toni.sh both English and American read­ 
ers, who nearly all accept the samo lit­ 
erary diet, young and old, parents and 
children.—Th. Beutzon in Centnry.

which long thongs were passed, and, 
laying iioid of one of tliese, slung it in­ 
to the air. It went so high that wo lost 
sight of it altogetiier. It was the hot­ 
test season of the year, and wo were 
outside in tho middle of tho palace 
court. There now remained only a little 
of tho end of a thong in tho conjurer’s 
hand, and he desired one of the boys 
who assisted him to lay hold of it and 
mount. He did so, climbing by tho 
thong, ami wo lost sight of him also. 
The conjurer tiien called to him threo 
times, but getting no answer he snatch­ 
ed up a knife as if in a great rage, laid 
hold of the thong and disappeared also. 
By and by ho threw down ono of tho 
boy’s hands, then a foot, then the other 
hand and then tho other foot, then tho 
trunk and hist of all tho head. Then 
he came down himself, all pufllng and 
panting, and with liis clothes all bloody 
kissed the ground before the emir and 
said something to him in ChincRe. Tho 
emir gave sonio order in reply, and 
onr friend then took tho lad’s limbs, 
laid them together in their places and 
gave a kick, wlien, prestq! there was 
the boy, who got up and stood before 
UH. All this astonished me boyond meas­ 
ure, and 1 had an attack of palpitation 
like that which overcame mo onco be­ 
fore in the presence of the sultan of In­ 
dia when he showed me something of 
the same kind.

The official belief is that thcro is lit­ 
tle or no prison made insanity. Prison 
doctors aro keenly alivo to tho possibil­ 
ity of shamming, and they hesitate to 
adm it that there is any flaw in the sys­ 
tem for tiio administration of which 
they aro so largely responsible. Still 
the fact remains that tho ratio of insan­ 
ity in prisons has exactly doubled since 
1877. 


The admitted general increase of in­ 
sanity is not sufiicient to account for 
this startling fact. Prison disciplino is 
now nmre meoimnical, and tiierefon; 
more depressing. Its very improvements 
in this respect "lako tho iieart out of a 
m an.” It is probable that prisoners 
were far happier is tho old unreformeil 
prisons, when they lierded together and 
had companionship of a kind. 


An expert witness who Imd passed 
four and twenty years in jail tohl th(t 
prison committee some startling things 
from the convict’s point of view. The 
rules, he said, aro too minute forimman 
observance, and some minds are totally 
unable to bear the strain of them. A 
man may bo reported for knocking 
something over in liis cell, though it 
may bo by pnro accident. Tho namo 
for this oflenso is “ unnecessary noise.” 
As tlio poor wretclies walk their weary 
round in tho exerciso yard ono may fall 
out of step and thus throw tho otherii 
ouj. The first oft’ender or tho last-—any 
one, in fact, on whom the warder’s eyo 
happens to fall—-is liable to punishment 
for this mischance. 


In this way tho convict gradually ac 
qnires an expression that never leaves 
iiini—tlie round tho corner glance of 
being who dreads a tyrant on tho iK)uuce. 
We want a new How’ard if tho system 
is only half as bad as it is said to bo by 
tliosn wlio have best reason to know.—> 
London News.
